2. Government in their order No. G.O.MS. 458/70/S.Edn . dated 
6-11-1970 have accorded sanction for the conduct of Sanskrit Teachers 
Examination . 

3. The Scheme and Syllabus of the Examination bave been published in 
Part III of Kerala Gazette No. 47 dated 24th November 1970 . 

4. The Centres of Examinatin are:

-5. The minimum General Educational qualification for admission to the 
examination is a pass in the S. S. L. C. examination (either by becoming 
eligible to enter the College or by getting a pass by appearing in parts).

Paper-III contains qriestions on 
Grammar, Alankara and Vratia. Paper-IV contains question on Sanskrit 
translation and on essay. Paper-IV contains questions ba ed on the authors 
of Text and some other importart authors. The five papers will be grouped 
into three parts, Part-1 comprising papers I and II, Part-Il co..sisting 
paper III and Part III including Paper 1V and V. 

7. The candidateshave to sub nit their applicationsin manuscript in the 
form given in Appendix. I to this notification . Application should be 
prepared in half sheet of foolscap piper and the periculars muy either by 
neatly written or ty ,ewritten . No printed forins will be supplied from this 
office. 
Nous - Applications for admission to the examination which are not in 

the prescribed form (ann xed to this notification ) and which do 

not contain all the requisite particulars will be rejec.ed . 
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8. Candidatesare allowed to take the examination for all the paper 
together or in parts. 

9. Examination fee for the whole examination is Rs. 25, for one part

22. In the sentence published as para 12 of Gazette notification No. 47 
dated 24-11-1970 “ Essay consists of passare etc." may be read as 
" Translation piece consists of passaves about 20 to 25 line based on the 
prescribed as well as uncen passages." i.e. the word Translation piece 
should be substituted for essay.
